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DETAILED ACTION 


Original claims 1-21 are pending, new claims 22-24 have been added in paper 
no. 4. Claims 1-24 have been examined below. 


The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 22-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claims 22-24, the preamble and certain 
portions of the claim body are inconsistent. For example, the preamble of claim 22 is 
drawn to subcombination connector. However, the claim then recites a sandwiched 
concrete wall which sets forth a positive relationship between the connector and the 
sandwiched concrete wall and thus appears to be a combination. Applicant should note 
that the claims are being considered as having been drawn to the connector sub 
combination.

Claims 22-24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 5,519,973 to Keith et al. 

Regarding claims 22-24, Keith discloses a connector having opposite anchorage 
ends (fig. 5: 68 and fig. 1 : 24).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 


Claims 1-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
U.S. Patent No. 5,519,973 to Keith et al. in view of U.S. Patent No. 4,973,21 1 to 
Potucek as in the rejection of paper no. 3. 
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Response to Arguments 


Applicant's arguments filed 8/28/03 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant argues that the Keith reference does not teach flanges. 
However, a flange being a common term in the art is defined by Webster's as being "a 
rib or rim for strength..". Keith clearly teaches this component as seen in figure 5: 60. 
Applicant argues that Potucek does not teach webs. However, figure 16: 99 clearly 
show a web shape. In the invention of Potucek the web connects pairs of components 
(figure 1 6: 84) together. 


Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
